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Xn this regard, at the very least, you have a right to have 
your mind put at rest, and to be told that a strict personal 
integrety has so dictated. 


Inasmuch as Mr. Nicholas is the only person at the Medical 
Center with the background to understand the causa of this 
letter, I am taking the liberty of mailing it to him per- 
sonally, last it confuse, of become side tracked, in,' the' in- 
spection process. . 

I now ask Mr. Nicholas to please deliver this .letter to you 
or to advise me if such delivery is riot able to be made.
